122,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the  Montana  Public  Vehicle  Fueling 
Program  and  Advisory  Council,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department 
of  Administration. 
I.    MONTANA  PUBLIC  VEHICLE  FUELING  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  the  Program  shall  be: 

1)  to  achieve  cost  savings,  convenience  and  efficiency  which 
may  be  available  by  consolidating  fueling  sites  and  providing 
for  joint  usage  of  these  consolidated  fuel  dispensing  sites; 

2)  to  reduce  the  risk  of  environmental  damage  and  liability 
for  leaking  tanks  through  a  coordinated  effort  to  consolidate 
fuel  sites  and  eliminate  unneeded  duplicate  sites; 

3)  to  encourage  Montana  public  entities  to  share  fueling 
sites  as  a  method  of  avoiding  capital  costs  of  new  tanks  and 
minimizing  operating  costs  for  fueling; 

4)  to  incorporate  cominercial  fueling  sites  when  convenient 
and  feasible; 
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5)  10  reduce  the  number  cf  publicly  owned  fueling  sites  when 
convenient  and  cost  effective  thereby  reducing  the  fiscal  and 
envircnmental  liability  associated  with  leaking  underground 
storage  tanks ; 

6)  to  utilize  fleetcard  processing  companies  to  automate  and 
streamline  the  payment  of  fueling  invoices  and  eliminate  the 
need  for  extensive  audit/reconciliation  work  associated  with 
the  accounting  for  manual  fueling. 

7)  prepare  an  annual  report  summarizing  the  progress  in  the 
development  and  operation  of  the  Montana  Public  Vehicle 
Fueling  Network. 

When  possible,   executive  agencies  reporting  to  the 
Governor  will  utilize  the  statewide  fueling  network.

To  insure  that  the  program  is  implemented  in  accordance  with 

the  needs  of  Montana  cities,  counties,  school  districts  and  state 

agencies,  I,  Stan  Stephens,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana, 

hereby  appoint  an  advisory  council  as  follows:

2)  A  representative  of  the  Montana  League  of  Cities  and 
Towns ; 

3)  A  representative  of  the  Montana  Association  of  Counties; 

4)  A  representative  appointed  by  the  agency  head,  from  each 
of  the  following  state  agencies: 

a)  Department  of  Justice 

b)  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  &  Parks 

c)  Department  of  Health  &  Environmental  Sciences 

d)  Department  of  State  Lands 

e)  Montana  University  System 

f)  Office  of  Public  Instruction 

g)  Department  of  Transportation 

5)  The  functions  of  the  council  are  to: 

a)    Advise   the   Department   in  the  development  and 
operation  of  the  Montana  Public  Vehicle  Fueling  network; 
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b)  recommend  and  review  policies  established  for  the 
fueling  program; 

c)  review  the  submittal  of  an  annual  report  to  the 
Governor  summarizing  the  progress  of  nerwork  development 
and  operation,  including  cost  savings  acnieved  by  the 
program. 

6)   Compensation  and  Duration 

The  Council  will  be  chaired  by  the  Department  of 
Administration.  Members  will  serve  without  compensation.  This 
council  will  remain  in  effect  until  terminated  by  the  Governor.

I.    PURPOSE

A.  to  determine  the  appropriate  level  of  regulation  of 
hazardous  materials  and  hazardous  waste  transportation  in  and 
through  Montana.

H.    to  work  closely  with  the  State  Emergency  Response 

Commission  in  coordinating  action  plans  in  fulfilling  their 

respective  missions. 

In  carrying  out  these  responsibilities,  the  Department  of 
Transportation  is  designated  as  the  lead  agency  and  is  authorized 
to  seek  the  cooperation  of  any  executive  agency  or  office  of  state 
government  to  supply  necessary  data,  reports  or  other  information 
to  carry  out  its  duties  under  this  order.

Disabilities  Education  Act,  PL  101-476);   and

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING 
THE  GOVERNOR'S  COUNCIL  FOR  MONTANA'S  FUTURE 


WHEREAS,  Montana  as  a  state  has  endured  over  a  decade 
of  economic  stagnation  and  decline;  and 

WHEREAS,  for  Montana  to  be  competitive  in  the  global  economy, 
this  state  cannot  afford  to  be  without  a  clear  and  widely  accepted 
vision  and  plan  for  Montana's  economic  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  currently  is  no  process  in  place  that  is 
designed  to  achieve  a  broad-based  consensus  and  vision  as  to  what 
path  the  state  should  take  in  pursuing  its  economic  potential,  and 
how  progress  along  that  path  should  be  measured;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  process  there  has  been  a 
lack  of  efficient  focus  of  public  and  private  resources  and 
initiatives   on   those   issues   involving   the   development   and 
stewardship  of  the  state's  natural  and  human  resources  as  they

a)  conducting  a  review  of  Montana 'scurrent  economic 
condition,  performance,  circumstances,  policies  and 
programs,  placing  them  in  a  regional  context  for 
comparative  purposes; 

b)  crafting  and  conducting  a  survey  and  public 
participation  process  designed  (i)  to  determine 
broad  public  priorities  and  goals  for  stewardship 
and  development  of  the  state's  natural  environment, 
hximan  resources  and  industrial  base  and  (ii)  to  take 
account  of  the  costs  and  tradeoffs  the  public  is 
willing  to  accept  in  order  to  achieve  those  goals; 

c)  developing  a  set  of  benchmarks,  in  the  form  of 
publicly  available  statistics,  as  tangible  measures 
of  achievement  relative  to  the  State's  long-term 
goals,  specifying  statistically  for  each  goal  area 
(i)  the  current  conditions,  (ii)  intermediate 
objectives  and  (iii)  time  frames  associated  with 
achieving  the  pviblic's  vision  of  Montana's  future;

d)   compiling  the  situation  review  and  analys 
pxiblic  vision  and  goals,  and  the  related  benchmark, 
into  a  public  report  for  wide  spread  distribution. 

2)  The  Council  shall  worlc  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies, 
organizations  and  individuals  who  wish  to  contribute  to  this 
stage  of  the  strategic  planning  process,  or  who  intend  to 
utilize  the  outputs  of  this  process  for  the  purpose  of 
implementation  planning. 

3)  The  Council  will  carry  out  the  foregoing  tasks  in  keeping 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  cooperative  agreement 
between  the  Montana  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  U.S. 
Economic  Development  Administration,  which  is  providing 
funding  for  the  project,  and  under  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  Request  for  Proposal  #1091-l/BDD,  issued  by  the  Montana 
Department  of  Commerce  to  solicit  proposals  from  independent 
professionals  to  conduct  portions  of  the  planning  project. 

4)  The  scope  of  the  Council's  work  is  fully  set  forth  in  the 
tasks  described  above  and  does  not  include  responsibility  for 
developing  specific  strategies,  tactics,  progreuns,  or  sources 
or  means  of  funding  to  achieve  the  goals  and  benchmarks 
identified  through  the  Council's  efforts.  Implementation 
planning  will  be  embraced  and  undertaken  by  a  variety  of 
interested  organizations  and  agencies  at  such  time  as  the 
vision  and  goal  setting  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been 
completed  and  promulgated.

5.  Produce  or  update  the  Science  and  Technology  Plan 
biennially. 

6.  Provide  advice  and  counsel  to  the  Montana  Science  and 
Technology  Development  Board  on  specific  applications  for  research 
and  development  project  loans  as  they  relate  to  the  Montana  Science 
and  Technology  Plan. 

7.  Oversee  the  inplementation  of  all  elements  of  the  Montana 
Science  and  Technology  Policy  and  Plan.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING 
THE  GOVERNOR'S  COUNCIL  FOR  MONTANA'S  FUTURE 


WHEREAS,  Montana  as  a  state  has  endured  over  a  decade 
of  economic  stagnation  and  decline;  and 

WHEREAS,  for  Montana  to  be  competitive  in  the  global  economy, 
this  state  cannot  afford  to  be  without  a  clear  and  widely  accepted 
vision  and  plan  for  Montana's  economic  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  currently  is  no  process  in  place  that  is 
designed  to  achieve  a  broad-based  consensus  and  vision  as  to  what 
path  the  state  should  take  in  pursuing  its  economic  potential,  and 
how  progress  along  that  path  should  be  measured;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  process  there  has  been  a 
lack  of  efficient  focus  of  public  and  private  resources  and 
initiatives   on   those   issues   involving   the   development   and 
stewardship  of  the  state's  natural  and  human  resources  as  they 
relate  to  the  state's  economic  well  being;  and

The  purpose  of  the  Council  and  the  scope  of  its  work  are  as 
follows: 

1)  The  Council  shall  oversee  the  performance  of  the 
appropriate  staff,  and  consultants  to  the  staff,  of  the 
Montana  Department  of  Commerce  in  developing  the  situation 
analysis,  public  goal  setting  and  statistical  benchmarking 
components  of  a  strategic  economic  development  plan  for 
Montana,  including  the  following  specific  tasks: 

a)  conducting  a  review  of  Montana's  current 
economic  condition,  performance,  circumstances, 
policies  and  programs,  placing  them  in  a  regional 
and  global  context  for  comparative  purposes; 

b)  crafting  and  , conducting  a  survey  and  public 
participation  process  designed  (i)  to  determine 
broad  public  priorities  and  goals  for  stewardship 
and  development  of  the  state's  natural  environment, 
human  resources  and  industrial  base  and  (ii)  to  take 
account  of  the  costs  and  tradeoffs  the  public  is 
willing  to  accept  in  order  to  achieve  those  goals; 

c)  developing  a  set  of  benchmarks,  in  the  form  of 
publicly  available  statistics,  as  tangible  measures 
of  achievement  relative  to  the  State's  long-term 
goals,  specifying  statistically  for  each  goal  area 
(i)  the  current  conditions,  (ii)  intermediate 
objectives  and  (iii)  time  frames  associated  with 
achieving  the  public's  vision  of  Montana's  future; 
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d)  compiling  the  situation  review  and  analysis, 
public  vision  and  goals,  and  the  related  benchmarks 
into  a  public  report  for  wide  spread  distribution. 

2)  The  Council  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies, 

organizations  and  individuals  who  wish  to  contribute  to  this 
stage  of  the  strategic  planning  process,  or  who  intend  to 
utilize  the  outputs  of  this  process  for  the  purpose  of 
implementation  planning. 

3)  The  Council  will  carry  out  the  foregoing  tasks  in  keeping 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  cooperative  agreement 
between  the  Montana  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  U.S. 
Economic  Development  Administration,  which  is  providing 
funding  for  the  project,  and  under  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  Reguest  for  Proposal  #1091-1/BDD,  issued  by  the  Montana 
Department  of  Commerce  to  solicit  proposals  from  independent 
professionals  to  conduct  portions  of  the  planning  project. 

4)  The  scope  of  the  Council's  work  is  fully  set  forth  in  the 
tasks  described  above  and  does  not  include  responsibility  for 
developing  specific  strategies,  tactics,  programs,  or  sources 
or  means  of  funding  to  achieve  the  goals  and  benchmarks 
identified  through  the  Council's  efforts.  Implementation 
planning  will  be  embraced  and  undertaken  by  a  variety  of 
interested  organizations  and  agencies  at  such  time  as  the 
vision  and  goal  setting  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been 
completed  and  promulgated.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROVIDING 
STATE  AGENCIES'  ASSISTANCE  TO 
THE  FLATHEAD  BASIN  COMMISSION 


WHEREAS,  the  1983  Montana  Legislature  established  the  Flathead 
Basin  Commission  to  monitor  the  water  quality  and  existing 
condition  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  Flathead  basin  and 
coordinate  development  of  an  annual  monitoring  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  intent  of  the  legislation  is  to  encourage  close 
cooperation  and  coordination  between  federal,  state,  provincial, 
tribal  and  local  resource  managers  for  establishing  compatible 
resource  development  activities  throughout  the  Flathead  River 
drainage;  and 

WHEREAS,  subsequent  legislatures  have  increased  the  membership 
of  the  commission  by  creating  ex-officio  commission  members 
including  the  directors  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences  and  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  or  their 
designees;  and 

WHEREAS,  recent  commission  deliberations  have  concluded  that 
additional  resources  of  expertise  and  advise  from  other  state 
departments  and  agencies  will  further  the  success  of  the 
commission's  deliberations  and  responsibilities  under  state  law. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  do  hereby  direct  the 
following: 

1.  That  the  Flathead  Basin  Commission  may  call  upon  personnel  of 
other  state  agencies  not  specifically  mentioned  within  the 
legislation  for  advice,  expertise  and  information  regarding 
maintenance  and  enhancement  of  the  quality  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  Flathead  Basin. 

2.  That  the  Departments  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation, 
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Transportation,  and  the  Disaster  and  Emergency  Services 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Military  Affairs,  upon  the 
request  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  commission,  and  in 
consultation  with  the  executive  director  and  the  department 
director,  shall  provide  such  necessary  information  and 
expertise  to  the  commission  so  as  to  fulfill  the  statutory 
responsibilities  of  the  commission.
